WASHINGTON (IPI - Chairman 
I 
illiam Langer (K N D J accused 
e Dixon - Yates private power 
group today of trying to intimidate 
a witness before the Senate Anti- 
Monopoly Subcommittee. 
Langer said he would not stand 
for it. 
His angry outburst came 
after Arthur E. McLean, 62-year- 
old Little Rock, Ark., banker, said 
he had learned a two-million-dollar 
suit had been filed against him to­ 
day. 
McLean blasted Arkansas Power 
St Light Co. in his testimony Thurs­ 
day. 
Arkansas Power & Light is a sub­ 
sidiary of Middle South Utilities, 
one of two firms allied for the 
controversial 
Dixon-Yates 
power 
contract. 
The contract has been 
approved by the Atomic Energy 
Commission but not yet signed. 
In Little Rock, the utility firm 
today 
filed 
a two-million-dollar 
damage suit against McLean. The 
suit said that McLean had made 
“ malicious, false and slanderous 
statements” dam aging to the pow­ 
er company. 
The suit made no mention of Mc­ 
Lean's testimony before the Senate 
subcommittee. 
Testimony 
which 
McLean has given under oath be­ 
fore the subcommittee is privileg­ 
ed, that is—he can not be sued be­ 
cause of it in a civil court. 
McLean Still a Witness 
McLean returned to the witness 
stand today after 
former 
Gov. 
Sid McMath of Arkansas, blam ­ 
ing AP&L for his political down­ 
fall in 1952. said he thinks AP&L 
boosted power rates recently to 
pave the way for bigger returns 
in connection with the Dixon-Yates 
contract. 
McLean said all he knew about 
the suit against him was that a 
reporter told him it had been filed 
in Little Rock. Langer erupted. 
“This committee is not going to 
allow Dixon-Yates 
to intimidate 
any of its witnesses by bringing 
suit against anyone who did testi­ 
fy,” Langer said. ‘‘As long as I’m 
chairman, I’m not going to be 
bluffed, scared, or intimidated, and 
I will not allow this Dixon-Yates 
crowd, no m atter who is back of 
it, to bluff anyone.” 
Langer said he does not know 
what he can do about the suit. 
Langer recessed the hearings un­ 
til next Friday when he said the 
witness will be John R. Thompson, 
former m ember of the Arkansas 
Public Service Commission. 
Firm Involved in Contract 
The AP&L company is a subsid­ 
iary of Middle South Utilities, one 
of the firms involved in the pro­ 
posed Dixon-Yates contract. Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower has ordered the 
government to sign the contract 
to buy private power for the Ten­ 
nessee Valley Authority to replace 
power supplied by the TV'A to the 
Atomic Energy Commission. 
“This is a fight between the pri­ 
vate power monopolies and the peo­ 
ple of the United States.” McMath 
said. “ It is a fight the people can­ 
not afford to lose. 
Langer (R-N.D.) said that in his 
battle 
against Dixon-Yates 
con­ 
tract he’s merely trying to keep 
President Eisenhower from getting 
Involved in a national scandal. 
“As a Republican I'm trying to 
do all I can to avoid it,” Langer 
said as he appealed for the a d ­ 
ministration to make public details 
of the secret contract. 
“ Honest 
public officials don’t have any hid­ 
den contracts,” he said.

IP — An immigrant 
inventor has left nearly $500,000 
to 
be used 
in trying to free 
his 
three sisters and two brothers from 
Communist Czechoslovakia. 
Rudolf F. Hlavaty, who died 
a 
year ago at 03, stipulated that the 
bulk of his $073,600 estate .should 
be used to bring his relatives to 
America, 
a 
tax 
appraisal filed 
Thursday showed. 
Hlavaty bequeathed $30,000 to his 
former wife, Adele, and the state 
and 
federal governments will re ­ 
ceive $100.(MM) rn inheritance taxes. 
The remainder of the estate is to 
be used “to arrange for migration 
to the United States" of his broth­ 
ers and sisters 
Before his death, Hlavaty spent 
$100,000 in bail to try 
to free one 
brother. Richard, who was held as 
a political prisoner, attorneys for 
the estate said. None of the money 
was ever returned. 
The older brother and the sisters 
lived 
at 
Ejezd. 
Czechoslovakia, 
Hlavaty’s birthplace. 
The will stipulated that the bulk 
of the estate may be used to free 
Richard, but v\arned that none of 
the money is to be sent to Czecho­ 
slovakia so long as the country 
is 
controlled by the Communists. 
The money may be used to bring 
the other relatives to America and 
to send CARE packages to them, 
the will said. 
Hlavaty, who came here 35 years 
ago. invented a type of insulation 
which was used in World War II 
bombers. 


should “ walk alone” in the F ar 
East as its European Allies are 
looked upon with suspicion a s co­ 
lonial powers by the Asiaitcs. 
Dr. Park stated that up to now 
the U. S. and European Allies have 
not realized the importance of Asia 
which has two-thirds of the world’s 
people. 
Russia, he said, realized from 
the first that the road to Paris

China, he said, must be regain­ 
ed to prevent the fall of all the 
Asiatic nations to Russia.

He pointed out that the scholars 
and teachers in the past devoted 
most of their time to small Euro­ 
pean nations and ignored the vast 
territory 
and great number 
of 
Asiatic peoples 
He said this trend 
had been changed and America 
today is realizing ’ the importance 
of Asia. 
No Co-Existence 
3 U S leaders must get rid of 
the “ wishful thinking” that demo­ 
cracy and communism can exist 
together peacefully. 
No effective 
countermeasures are possible, he 
said. until we realize co existence 
is impossible. 
The U. S. made a mistake in 
quitting the war in Korea without 
total victory, Dr Park stated. By 
doing so, he said, this nation lost 
face and are victims of Red pro­ 
paganda that we were defeated by 
the communist ‘‘second team ” 
He said we halted fighting with­ 
out total victory because of the 
“ wishful thinking” that 
a quick 
peace was possible, and we feared 
that a knockout blow to the Chi 
nose communists would bring Rus­ 
sia into an all out war 
Ile said 
this fear was groundless because 
at that time Russia feared our 
stockpile of atomic bombs 
“ There is no hope of a lasting 
peace,” Dr. Park said, “ until m ea­ 
sures 
to halt communism 
are 
adopted and the foundation of free 
dom and justice between nations 
are brought about.”

‘‘The gulf between Russia and 
other nations is the last gulf block­ 
ing universal peace. 
When that 
gulf is crossed then there will be

In a carefully-worded annual re­ 
port, the Agriculture Department 
said 
farm prices 
should average 
"moderately lower" next year in 
the face 
of continued high 
pro­ 
duction prospects. 
It s.lid production expenses also 
may show a "slight decline,” chief­ 
ly from lower labor costs. 
This 
means that 
farm ers’ 
net 
income in 1955 "should approach” 
that of 1954, the report said. 
Net 
income is money left after operat­ 
ing expenses are paid. 
The report said 1954 net income 
is estimated at 12' 
billion dollars 
—down 0 per cent from last year. 
It 
said further 
reductions 
in 
wheal 
and cotton 
acreage next 
year because of federal crop con­ 
trol 
programs should 
drop total 
farm income—cash receipts from 
marketings — "somewhat under” 
this y ear’s estimated 
$30,200,000,- 
000 level. 
High Demands 
This y e a r’s total is expected to 
he 
down I per cent 
from 
1953, 
including a 2 per cent drop from 
last year in livestock returns and 
a 0 per cent drop in field crop re 
turns. 
The report said consumer 
in­ 
comes and consumer spending are 
expected to remain "fairly stable 
and may increase some." It said 
domestic demand, as a result, 
is 
expected to continue "at least as 
good as in 1954.” 
It 
said 
foreign 
demand 
for 
1 nit cd Stales 
farm 
products 
— 
bolstered by a 
billion dollar sur­ 
plus disposal aet — ‘‘may well show 
some improvement from the re ­ 
duced level of the last two years." 
Nevertheless .it said that "with 
prospects for continuing large sup­ 
plies in 1955. 
the index of prices 
received bv farm ers may a v e r a g e 
moderately lower than in 1954 . . . 
about at the level of this fall.”

But a spokesman for the FHA 
said the suspensions are not con­ 
nected with the “ windfall profit” 
eases turned up in the investiga­ 
tion of the housing scandals that 
have rocked the agency 
There was strong indication that 
the action grew out of a secret 
administration 
memorandum 
is 
sued last spring and made public 
Thursday which called on all gov­ 
ernment agency heads: 
“ . . 
to see that adequate stand 
arris of conduct have been estab­ 
lished, that these were being per­ 
iodically reviewed, and that re­ 
sponsibility was centralized for re­ 
ceiving and 
following up com­ 
plaints and information from all 
sources.”

New Deadlock 


By France 


And Germany 


PARIS (IP French Prem ier Pier 
re Mendes France said today that 
France and Germany are dead 
locked on the future of the Saar 
and warned that France will refuse 
to sign agreements for German 
rearm am ent and West European 
union until the dispute is satis 
faetorily settled. 
i 
“ The atmosphere,” he said, “ is 
not good." 
Disclosure of the depth of the 
disagreement which threatened to 
topple the free world’s latest plans 
for European defense was made 
following a tense two hour meet 
ing of the French Cabinet. 
The .squabble over the postage- 
stam p sized territory on the border 
between the two nations ballooned 
into a crisis which now overshad­ 
ows Allied agreements reached on 
all other major issues 
Mendes-France was grim as he 
emerged from the Cabinet session 
Pall of Gloom 
His statement threw a pall of 
gloom over the otherwise .smooth 
progress of negotiations here. Only 
Thursday West German Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer had beamingly 
predicted that all the accords 
Including the .settlement 
of the 
Saar — would be signed Saturday. 
All arrangem ents for the signing 
ceremonies were completed. 
But today the traditional enemies 
of Europe declared themselves far 
apart on the Saarland issue — less 
than 24 hours before the .scheduled 
hour for .signing the series of pacts 
to which Europe’s defenses and 
United States and British policy 
in Europe are pinned 
So serious 
was the Saarland 
hitch that one French spokesman 
said: 
“There are 30 items on paper 
after three days of negotiations 
with the Germans, but each side 
has a different version of each.” 
Acrose* Germans of Stalling 
The French .spokesman accused 
the Germans of attempting to stall 
a Saar agreement so that France 
would be blamed again for Mock­ 
ing Western defense. 
German officials denounced sev 
oral undisclosed French proposals 
as 
“ entirely unacceptable, 
arn! 
privately accused the French of 
attempting to blackmail Germany 
by threatening to withhold German 
independence. 
Both nations appeared in a dif 
ficult and rigid position. Adenauer, 
at a morning 
conference 
with 
m em bers of his government coati 
tion and leaders of the opposition 
Socialist Party, announced that all 
five major West German parties 
— including the Socialists — had 
agreed in principle on the German 
position. 
Mendes France said the French 
Cabinet is just as determined in 
.support of his position. 
The big point at issue was said 
to be a German demand that the 
Saar hold new elections before a 
referendum is taken on any accord 
reached at Paris, and that pro- 
German political parties be given 
full freedom to participate. 
The United States, in an effort 
to avoid a last minute deadlock 
over the Saar, promised to support 
any accord the two reached on 
governing the border area.

PARIS IP—Authoritative sources 
said today that tho United States 
has informed its allies Washington 
will join in a major diplom atic 
effort to end the cold w ar with 
Russia when it is certain the new 
European defense system, includ­ 
ing Germany, will be ratified.
